upon being presented to the convention by the President, delivered the fol- 
lowing message. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

In the name of the honorable body of legislators that preceded you, and 
as one of the executors of the will of the Representatives of the people 
upon whom devolved the task of putting in motion the machinery of State, 
I cordially welcome you to the new seat of Government. 

Removed fiom its former location in obedience to the voice of the ma- 
jority, but in opposition to the strongly expressed preferences of certain lo- 
calities, the site of the Capital was fixed here, under circumstances that for a 
time made the success of the enterprise appear doubtful to its most arden 
supporters. But the passions and prejudices engendered by the -bitterness 
of local controvesy and the heat of carnest debate, having passed away, the 
opposition to the measure has appeared to subside, and the Commissioners ' 
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have been able to carr out to a great extent the spirit of the law under 
which the town of Lincoln commenced its existence. 


Located but little more than a year ago, you- will of necessity find this a 


type of all new Western towns, and not by ay mens free from, the i incon- 
veniences. 


Though deprived for the present. of many of the means of. entertainment 


that are found in older towns, which have facilities for more. rapid communi- 
cation, you will find the citizens of Lincoln to be a hospitable and generous 


people, vieing with each other during your brief stay, to make your sojourn 
among them agreeable and fruitful pleasant recollections. 


With devout sentiments, I would express my gratitude to God for the A 


continued manifestations of hiş goodness and mercy to us as a people. The 
continued prosperity. which pervades every department of industry, the 
general health, the peace and quiet prevailing throughout the State, the-so- 
cial progress, and the religious blessings, which have been vouchsafed us, 
call forth grateful expressions and are subjects of unceasing congratulation: 

You are assembled at this time, under the provision of the Constitution, 
in regulir session. Previous assemblies have been called together for such 
specific action as became necessary, in the transition from a Territorial to a 
State Government, but since the State’s admission into the Union, in no in- 
stance have they met in regular session. They have been confined to the 
consideration of specific subjects. Their action, for the most part 


has been required to meet the exigencies of the time. Your action will be 


_ comparatively free from such restraints. From the nature of its subjects, 
its influence will be traced through the future history of this portion of the 
country. It falls upon you to determine the policy of the State upon several 
highly important questions. That policy will, in its turn, contribute largely 


to fix the future social, moral, industrial; finaticial and political character . 


and standing of the State. 

As individuals you have personal interests, as representatives of localit ies, 
vou have neighborhood interests, but in your assembled capacity, under your 
oaths you become officers of the State. The citizen becomes a law giver 
Personal and local interests sink in relative importance and should be sub- 
ordinated to the interests of the whole community.: 


However important our personal or local interests may seem, we cannot 
take advantage of official position to secure them at the expense of the pub- 
lic at large. To do this would be to pervert a delegated power and would 
justly subject us to the reprobation of the present generation of posterity. 
I believe that you gentlemen, feel no less: deeply impressed, than does the 
Executive, with the importance of these considerations. 
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I cannot proceed to the enumeration of the different subjects which will 
claim your attention, without first alluding to the peculiar circustances with 
which you are surrounded. This commodious and well appointed hall, these 
substantial walls, this entire beautiful edifice, this enterprising and thrifty 
town, sprung, within the last eighteen months, from the open prairie, and 
to-day contributing directly and indirectly, to the prosperity of an area of 
more than ten thousand square miles. This has been accomplished without 
cost to the State or to individuals. It has contributed to the enrichment of 
both. It has added to the wealth of the State, not less than five millions of 
dollars. Nor have the public benefits been yet fully measured. The loca- 
tion of the Capital at this point, is destined to aid, to a considerable extent, 
in determining a system of railroads, which, among its other results will 
tend to invite foreign capital and retain our accumulating wealth within the 
State. Those who once honestly and strongly doubted the wisdom of the 
removal of the Capital, will soon become thoroughly satisfied with the un- 
looked for benefits to the whole people, which shall flow from it. 


This town site, now made the seat of government, and upon-which now 
stands the town of Lincoln, was secured to the State without cost. From 
the proceeds of the sale of one-half of it, this building, the plan of which 
was designed and the construction superintended by Mr. John Morris, Fel- 
low of the Royal Institute of British Architects, has been erected and partly 
finished. Although from circumstances beyond the possible foresight or 
control of either contractor or Commissioners, and from necessary changes 
made after the contract was let, the aggregate expense reaches about seventy- 
five thousand dollars, still it is less than the amount derived from the sale of 
lots. When the causes which led to this are shown and explained, as they 
will be in the report of the Commissioners, to be laid before you in the early 
part of the session. I doubt not that the acts of the Commissioners, in en- 
tering upon this extra expense, will be sanctioned and heartily approved by 
the Legislature. 


I would here add that the seventy-five thousand dollars is the actual ex- - 
pense of ‘the contractor, as will be shown by the report, which will be sus- 
tained by proper vouchers. The contractor, Mr. Joseph Ward, for his 
faithful, honest and untiring services during fourteen months, has received 
nothing. In the quality of his work and his unceasing devotion, he has 
been true to his contract and faithful to the interest of the State, but from 
circumstances which could not be foreseen or controled, it has been at his 
own loss. Itrust that the Legislature will generously reward him for his 
services, his fidelity and his honor. 
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I would, in this connection, recommend that provisions be made for the 
sale of the remaining lots. So much of the proceeds as may be necessary 
for that purpose, should be appropriated to the construction of thé dome in- 
cluded in the original design of this building, and the fencing and orna- 
menting of the grounds, and the remainder to the erection of a building for 
State University and Agricultural College. 

In consequence of receiving the report of the Treasurer at a late hour 
last evening, I am unable to speak of the State finances with that delibera- 
tion and fullness which I could desire. 

Covering a period of two years, in which has occurred the transition from 
dependence upon the general Government for an appropriation to meet legis- 
lative, judicial and executive expenses to a state of independence and self. 
support in our local government, the exhibit is highly- satisfactory. It 
shows a surplus in the Treasury of $4,340 59.. The estimates of the Audi- 
tor and Treasurer, made several months previous to the admission of the 
State into the Union, were below the actual expenses. This, however, is 
due in great measure to expenditures outside of the ordinary. éxpenses of 
the Government. The Treasurer, with that superior ability which has 
characterized his administration of the State finances, in his report, which 
is quite full and explicit, makes several very valuable suggestions. I heartily 
concur with him in commending them to your consideration. 

i IMMIGRATION. 

Thousands are constantly swarming from the different countries of Europe 
to find homes in this land of free institutions. They. bring with them a 
limited amount of capital, but what is more important to a new State, 
whose fertile soil is teeming with ready wealth, they bring with them pro- 
ductive industry. It is desirable that we should secure as large an influx of 
these, people as possible, and with it receive the rich freight borne by this 
human tide. Other States have their chartered immigration societies and 
their salaried agents furnished with means, whose business it is to make 
known the advantages of their respective States, to give the immigrant cor- 
rect information as to routés and localities, to aid him in securing direct and 
cheap conveyance, to guard him against the frauds and extortions of un- 
principled men, and to direct him to favorable localities in which he can 

find a home for his family and an open field for his labor. Nebraska, with 
millions of undeveloped wealth in her soil and minerals, and with climate 
and commercial facilities unsurpassed by any new and inland State, has done 
almost nothing. If not due to the immigrant himself, at the least it-is due 
to our present population, that immediate and efficient measures be taken to 


— 
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avail ourselves of this most effectual and desirable means for the early de- 
velopment of our matérial resources. The fame of our agricultural pro- 
ducts, our wheat and our cattle, have gone out to the world, and our almost 
unlimited power of production, certainly need not be mentioned here. 


COAL. 


Our minerals, although lying hitherto almost entirely unemployed, are re- 
ceiving the attention of citizens, and their value is being surely established. 
The recent discovery of coal fields in the southern and middle portions of 
the State, which are yielding a mineral of good quality, and not difficult to 
be worked, has been brought to the attention of the people. These mines 
give good promise of an ample supply of fuel and a removal of one of the 
most serious difficulties encountered by the settler. 


SALT. 


Although comparatively little has been accomplished in the actual pro- 
duction of salt, that little bas settled beyond question, if indeed further. 
proof was needed, that we have, within sight of this hall, a rich and appa- 
rently inexhaustible supply of pure and easily manufactured article. It will 
be directly and indirectly a source of wealth to the State, whose great value 
no one can fully estimate. : 

Prompted by a sense of the importance of the early development of this 
interest, I gave to Mr. A. C. Tichenor a lease, conditioned upon the appro- 
val of the Legislature, of one section of the salt lands belonging to the State. 
One-half of his interest in the lease was by Mr. Tichenor, assigned to the 
Nebraska Salt Company of Chicago. This company, from want of means 
or some unknown reason, has failed to fulfill the obligations undertaken in 
their purchase. So far has it failed that the local demand for salt has not 
been supplied, and that it has been unable at times to supply even a single 
bushel for home consumption. It is credibly represented that this company 
has refused to pay the debts which it has contracted among our citizens. 
While such is the state of things with this company, experienced men de- 
clare their readiness to invest in these works any required sums, if the op- 
portunity is presented them. 

The original lessee, in assuming and meeting the liabilities of the com- 
pany, has a considerable amount invested in buildings and other works 
adapted to the prosecution of successful manufacture. He, as managing 
agent for the company, has been faithful, though he has failed to receive the 
support which it was the duty of the company to render. He should not by 
any action of the State be made to suffer. But the public interest is at too 
great an extent, involved in the speedy and full development of the produc- 
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tive capacity of these salt springs to allow them to lie in the hands of those 
who from. lack of energy or means, shall- fail to work theni to their full ex- 

tent. Though the Government should not take possesssion of the works 
built by Mr. Tichenor, Without making full compensation, the General As- 
sembly should at least take such action as will soon result in securing the 


manufacture of salt to the greatest possible extent. 
— STATE MILITIA. 

That provision be made for the enrollment and organization of the State 
-Militia, I would strongly urge upon you. The hostility of the Indians, and 
their occasional depredations upon our fellow citizens on the frontier, though 
there were no other considerations in its favor, would seem to require this. 
The hardy pioneers who form the vanguard of civilization, should be fully 
supported. Repeatedly on the southwestern borders, they have been at- 
tacked and their property destroyed, their - kindred slain, scalped and bar- 
barously mutilated, and no military force near to protect or to avenge them. 
Driven from their homes, they have traveled the long distance to the Capi- 
tal of. the State, and with tears rolling down their cheeks, have pleaded with 
the Executive for protection. But those fiends in human form had come and 
gone. Their being no Military organization, all that the Executive could 
do for these injured men was to furnish them with arms and! ammunition, 
and advise them to organize, thatthey might be better prepared to repel any 
future attack. Š 


Acting upon this RECO in the fall of 1867, a company of volunteers, 
consisting of those who had been plundered of their stock, stripped of all 
their goods, and compelled to abandon their homes, was organized. This 
company was by my order, mustered ° into the service of the State. It re- 
mained in the service about two months, patroling the country and guarding 
the settlements against attaek. I feel assured that the Legislature will have 

no hesitation in making an appropriation to compensate them for their time 
and expense during that period. 

Thanks to Generals Custar, Sheridan. i Sherman, there is a prospect 
that the Indian will be taught that the white man will not abide his thiev- 
ing, his treachery, his disregard for life, and his barbarous (code of indis- 
criminate vengeance. 


Notwithstanding the promptness aii which General Augur, commanding 
the department of the Platte, rendered every assistance that was at the time 
in his power, and of whom, on every suitable occasion, I desire to. express 
my high appreciation, still the. experience of the past has taught that it is 
not the part of prudence to rely upon the general Government alone to furn- 
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ish protection.to the frontiersman. Our own arms should not be listless. ` I 
trust that nothing which the circumstances seem to require will be left un- 
done. Those who go out upon the frontiers should be made to feel that the 
strong arm of the State will be swift and constant to extend to them full 
protection. Not the interests of those upon the border alone, but of the 
whole community demand this. It cannot be done in the absence of mili- 
tary organization. 

ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

The care and preservation of the military records, the correspondence, 
upon military affairs, the care of the ordinance, ams, and ammunition, be- 
longing to the State make it necessary that the office of Adjutant General 
be created and provided with a suitable salary. I have been obliged to em- 


ploy an extra clerk for this work during the past eighteen months, and ask 
the Legislature to compensate him for his services. 


STATE'S ATTORNEY. 

Important questions which can be settled only by litigation, and in which 
the State has important interests, have been suffered to lie, because there 
was no appropriation made to defray the expenses attending their adjudica- 
tion. A sufficient sum should be set apart for this purpose, that the State 
may retain able counsel. i 

Under the Jaw authorizing the Governor to employ counsel in behalf of 
the State, I have in geveral instances availed myself of the valuable services 
of the Hon. C. S. Chase. In consequence of their being no appropriation 
to cover these expenses, his bill for the fees will come before you. 

| CLAIMS. 

A balance of the demand against the general Government, for military 
services, amounting to about fifteen thousand dollars, remains unadjusted. 
An agent should be sent to Washington to prosecute the claim. He should 
also be authorized to receive the amount, nearly twelve thousand dollars, that 
is due to the State by virtue of the act of Congress giving to the State five 
per cent. of the receipts from the sale of the public lands within its boun- 
daries, for the support of common schools. The settlement of this claim 
was secured by your Executive, who went to Washington at his own expense 
for that purpose. The amonnt still lies in the National Treasury, for the 
reason that no one has been authorized by law to receive it for the State. 

PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 

Again the members of the Legislature have come up from the different 
portions of the State with complaints of the inefficiency and injustice of our 
school laws sounding in their ears. These complaints are frequently far 
from being just; often they are but expressive of prejudices arising from, 


* 
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the influence of former associations. : As, individuals we are frequently too 


prone to approve or condemn, as the law agrees or disagrees with the law in 
the State: of our nativity or former residence. ` Tt is also by no means Fare 


that the law failing to meet some peculiar circumstances, ‘its general adapta: 
tion is overlooked, and it is subjected to unmerited coridemmation. © These 
complaints are so numerous that the feeling prevails that we have no estab- E 
lished public school system, nor even’ settled policy of public: instruction: - 


It therefore is devolved upon you to give to the State a school system, that 


shall be in its operation equitable and efficient, complete i in all its ai and

| SCHOOL BUILDING FUND.

Whether it is necessary to a perfect free school system, t to provide à a. school N 
building fund, which shall be distributed to all districts which shall have oc- | 


casion to erect school houses; should be made a subject of careful considera- 


tion. If deemed advisable to create such a fund, it should be apportioned” 
in equal sums which shall not exceed two-thirds or three-fourths of the mini- 
mum cost of the building of lowest grade, to be fixed by law, that shall en- 
title the district to the benefits of the fund. Such a fond should secure, in 
every district a school house, that would be creditable to the State. 


By the. change from precinct to independent. management; of the schools, 


made by the school law passed at.the May session in 1867, injustice ; was. 
done in many cases. A return now to precinct taxation would in some in- 
stances increase that injustice. Under the former law the Whole precinct 
was taxed, for the erection. of the. school. building in. „each“ sub- district. . 


Since the passage of the present law, new districts, the inhabitants of. which. , 


had borne their share of those-burdens, now, as independent districts, must, 
unaided, bear their own. A general. fund for that purpose, would rémove 
the evil, and under proper restrictions migo, became an Apr part of a 
free system. ii l

The local as well 
as the general superintendence of the schools and their interests, should be 
made independent offices. To the latter should be attached an ample ‘salary, 
sufficient to secure the constant services of our best men. This want has 
been too long and generally felt to need discussion. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL.

The three thousand dollars appropriated at the May session of the last 
general Assembly for the completion of the Normal School Building at Peru, 
has béen expended for that purpose. The institution is now in successful 
operation. I would refer you to the report made to the State Auditor by 
its. Board of Education for more definite information, and also for such sug- 
géstions as they, in the course of its madagement, have by-experience found ' 
necessary. J cannot urge too strongly upon you the necessity of full pro- 
vision for successful management and efficiency in this branch of our educa- 
tional system. í 


THE DEAF AND DUMB AND THE BLIND 


Notwithstanding the provision fomnd in our statutes for the education of 
those unfortunate classes, one only, and that of the former class, has accept- 
ed the bounty of the State. Whether a repugnance felt by themselves and 
their Friends to the long separation necessary in going out of the State is the 
cause of thig, or whether it is an indication of the small number in the State 
who need this aid, is worthy of inquiry.

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The grounds upon which the old State House stands were given 55 tie 
citizens of Omaha tobe used by the Territory for the erection 5 of the 
Capitol. In addition to this, the city gave toward the ‘completion i of the 
building about thirty thou kand dollars in bonds, Which have been redéeméd. 
On the fourth of March next,-the State will ia removed from them all its 
movable property and have ceased to occupy them for the purpose originally 
designed.’ T recommend’ that they be granted to the city of Om aha to be 
used for a High School, on the condition that when they shall no o longer Be 
used for’ ‘that purpose they N revert to the State. N 
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‘EXECUTIVE MANSION. 


Jam constrained to recommend the erection, ‘within the next two years, 
of. a suitable residence for the use of the Executive of the State. This is 
urged, not for the advantage of the present incumbent, but that of his suc- 
cessors, ` The present meagre salary allowed by the Constitution is quite in- 
sufficient to defray their necessary expenses. No citizen, if not blessed. with 
wealth, who resides away from the capital, can afford to be Governor of Ne- 
braska. Unless some remedy be provided, the Executive office will be closed . 
to all, however able or worthy, unless they are able to make a pecuniary sac- 


rifice. 


THE INSANE. 


The number of this unfortunate class for which the State, from pruden- 
tial as well as benevolent motives, has undertaken to provide that superior 
treatment and care which exclusive attention and experience alone can give, 
has increased within the last two years at an unexpected rate. Within that 
time eleven new subjects, at an average expense of $225, have been sent to ` 
the Iowa Hospital at Mt. Pleasant. These cases of insanity have been con- 
fined to no one district or neighborhood, so that they should indicate that 
this fearful malady has been induced by local causes. Nemaha, Richardson, 
Johnson, Otoe, Lancaster, Cass, Douglas, Washington, Dodge and Platte 


counties have each furnished one or more. The apparent causes have also 


been widely different. Drunkenness, grief at the loss of property, disease, 
fear, and vice, have all contributed-from their victims to increase the number. 

The average annual expense at the hospital is two hundred and eighty 
dollars, making for the present number, nineteen patients, an aggregate of 
five thousand three hundred and fifty dollars. This, increased by the ex- 
pense incurred in conveying patients to the hospital, gives a present annual 
expense to the State of about seven thousand one hundred and fifty dollars. 

These faets suggest that the time has nearly arrived when economical con- 
siderations alone will require that these unfortunate people shall find an 
asylum under the control and within the borders of their own State. I com- 
mend this subject to your consideration, suggesting that provision be made 
for the erection, within the next two years, of a hospital for the insane. 


STATE PENITENTIARY. 


The construction of a penitentiary is a public necessity that Jong has been 
admitted and felt by all good citizens. Until within a very short period such 
was the frequency of escape from the places of confinement that the sen-

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tence of imprisonment was little more than a farce.’ At raa ‘the: State 
convicts ate confined in overcrowded county jails. ~ “Frequently the cells are 
underground, badly ventilated, damp and unwholesbme. The treatment of 
the State convicts shouldincliide their employment at such labor as would ‘be 
profitable to the State. I recommend that the Legislature take ‘stich action 
as may be necessary to effect the early building of the penitentiary, and 
that the State convicts be employed in its- construction.” ; 


PARDON OF ORIMIN ALS. 


aoe my official term, in thirteen instances, on. E “application by 
and many of the best citizens of the State, this extraoidináry ‘power has badi 
exercised. In several cases it was for the Purpose of restoring civil and 
political privileges, forfeited by their crimes, to those who had undergone 
nearly the full extent of their penalty. For this purpose William Seeber, 
J. D. Lewis, Lloyd Thomas, George Young, James Harris, James Brash, 
and Benjamin H.. Reems, have been made. subjects of Executive clemency. 
Once, in the case of David R. Rogers, this power has been exercised to ré- 
lieve from declining health and save from premature death: In four in- 
stances that seemed to warrant it, and at the prayer T of many good citizens, 
minor fines have been remitted. “If, in any ‘instance, the Executive has 
erred, it has been from no wish to interfere with the administration. of jus- 
tice, but he has been moved thereto by representations and earnest petitions 
signed by a large portion of the best citizens of the. community in the midst 
of whom. the offence was committed. 7

‘No: greater interests have-been commitéed to the hands of. any coer 
than to-day rest in yours. The present and future material and political im- 
portance of the State mainly depend upon wealth and population. The early 
or late settlement of our inviting and fruitful public lands; the speedy or 
slow development of almost exaustless resources; the dispersion of our grow- 
ing wealth or its retention by our own People, our grasping the helm of com- 
merce, or letting it pass from our hands, are almost ö . in our 
policy toward internal improvements. N 

The National Government, by generous grants of the public lands to the 
several States, seeks with impartial liberality, to utilize to the fullest extent, 
all our national resources. Such administration on the part of thé States 
as will secure their own greatest present and future prosperity, will secure 
the end sought by the grant, and fulfill the tacit ase armed by ac- 
cepting its 


+ 
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The objects of internal improvements to which the nett proceeds of the 
lands aa applied, are roads, railways, bridges, canals and improvements 
of water-tourses and draining of swamps. Of these there are but two which 
will require any considerable aid from the public Treasury—viz : bridges 
and railways. 

BRIDGES, | À 

That great National enterprise. which cannot be mentioned without 
awakening feelings of just satisfaction and pride in every American citizen, 
the Union Pacific Railroad running through the middle of the State, and its 
entire length yields but little more than one half the advantage to the in- 
terior which should be derived from it. Running along the north bank of 
the Platte river, whose quicksands, and wide, shallow and treacherous waters 
prove a great de 8 to communication, this road loses, to a great extent, its 
“possible benefits to a rich country, many thousands of miles in extent. The 

construction of several bridges across that river at favorable points would, in 
some measure, secure those advantages and yield continual profit. It would 
also tend to annihilate the bad influences:of a geographical division of the 
State, that has been an abiding evil from the day of our organization. The 
Legislature will, I think, act wisely if it devotes the proceeds of the State 
lands to secure the construction of bridges across the river at the following 
places, viz: One near its mouth, one at or near Ashland, oné at or.near 
Columbus, and one at or near Grand Island. l 

In passing, I wish to refer to the refusal of the Secretary of the Interior, 
to issue the bonds now due to the company who are pushing forward the con- 
struction of this road with such marvelous rapidity. The plea that the cul- 
perts are not sufficiently substantial, since it is known that they were built 

of the best material then at hand, that they have not yet failed, and that 
they now are being replaced as fast as possible with durable stone structures‘ 
ought not to prejudice for one moment the interests of the company, I 
‘suggest that you memorialize Congress ‘and the Secretary of the Interior 
upon the subject. 

g RAILROADS. 


It would þe a waste of time to stop here to speak of the Commercial i im- 
portance or to discuss the great influence of railroads in securing the rapid 
settlement of the region of country through which they run, and its early 
growth. There are no unsupplied neighbors in the country the inhabitants 
of which are not intent upon securing communication by railroads. The 
lines are stretching out in all directions. America is emphatically the land 
of railroads, The National ‘Government has interested itself in roads that

will span the continent: In this it has sought and will gecure é mabial ad- 
vantages hitherto unknown in the history of ‘the world. States Rave en- 
couraged their construction: and they in ‘turn’ have enriched the States. 
Many towns have aided the building of the roads, and the roads have in- 
creased the commertial facilities’ and importance a the towns. The State 
of Nebraska ‘should likewise “seek to encourage à system’ of railroads which 
will bring the greatest prosperity to the whole State. The benefits to be de- 
rived are manifold, but the immediate means are only two-fold. First— 
Quick and cheap transportation. Second The building up ö commercial 
marts, places of exchange and transfer. These’ bring i in their train increase 
of population, homie 1 enchantment of values, social and ‘moral ad-

LAND DEPARTMENT... 

Constant and careful attention has been given to the salestiot? aiid entry, 
in the name of the State, of the lands given to Nebraska. by the: general 
Government, That work is now completed. With the possession of these ) 
the land interests ‘of the State have suddenly assumed grand propoítions. 
On the completion of the Government surveys, there will be nearly three 
and one-fourth millions of acres-under:the supervision and contro! of the 
State. Of these lands not less than two hundred and fifty thousand acres, 
in addition to to a large quantity of the school lands, will be -brought into 
market within the next two yeärs. The successful management of the in- 
terests of the State in the disposition of them and in the Handling and in- 
vestment of the funds derived, will require a distinct. branch of the Execu- 
tive Department. Their great importance makes it necessary ‘that they be 
placed under the ‘constant and undivided attention. of Ret highest. ae in 
e State: a Sb GRE Sê 

‘DISPOSITION: OF THE STATE LANDS. ~ 

The lands granted ‘by Congress for the purpose of erecting publie build- 
ings at the. capital and those given for the erection of a penitentiany; should 
be immediately brought into market and disposed of within the nex two 
years at a minimum price of not less than five dollars per acre. ~ 

A prison for the State convicts is: a present necessity, made urgent by the 
demands of justice and humanity. The erection of the wings contemplated 
in the original plan of this building will, before. provision can be maddé-by 
the next General Assembly, become. necessary for the accommodation of the- 
public business. The continual “increase of the Tabiati, the separation of 


* 
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the School and Land Departments, with the increased clerical force that will 
be required in the several offices, will make even the present ample accom- 
modations of these walls too crowded for the convenient transaction of is 
business of the State. 

The sale of the State University and Agricultural College lands will is 
demand your attention. One of the conditions imposed in the grant of 
“Public lands to the several States which may provide colleges for the bene- 
fit of Agriculture and Mechanical Arts,“ is that a new State shall be en- 
titled to the benefits of the act by expressing the acceptance therein required 
within three years from the date of its admission into the Union, and pro- 
viding the college or colleges within five years after such acceptance, as pre- 
scribed in the act. It will be seen that but three years remain for the erec- 
tion of the building. The proceeds of the endowment will be needed im- 
mediately upon its completion. 

I will barely allude to the question which has -arisin in some sections of 
the State as to the interpretation of the law providing for the sale and leas- 
ing of the school lands. People differ in their opinions as to whether the 
unsold lands can be again presented for sale after the first offering of them. 

Of the lands contiguous to the salt springs, which unquestionably were 
intended to aid, so far as such aid should be needed, in the development o 
the full capacity of the springs, and to furnish sufficient area for the con- 
veniencies of salt manufacture, I would recommend that so much as may be 
required for that object be sold or.given for the sinking of wells, and that a 
tax of two cents on every bushel of salt made shall be exacted and received 
by the State. This, if the opinion of competent men who have examined 
the springs are well based, will be economy on the part of the State. The 
estimate that brine can be obtained in quantities equivalent to upward of one 
thousand barrels of salt per day. l 

The internal improvement lands should be given under proper restrictions, 
including the conditions imposed by Congress, directly to those bridge and 
railroad companies whose works will entitle them, according to your judg- . 
ment, to the aid of the State. 

They should be given in quantities prescribed by law, and only upon 


completion of certain portions of the works. 


The State desires the early completion of substantial and enduring works 
of internal improvement. That which would insure energetie action 
on the part of individuals will secure it on the part of companies, and that 
which fails to insure it on the part of individuals will fail to secure it on the 
part of companies. We cannot look for the early completion of public 


Works which shall be encouraged by only unfixed and indefinite future sub-

sidies. The proceeds of the future sales of lands are indefinite and contin- 
gent, and in commercial circles are deemed unreal. On- the other hand, an 
actual grant of land at ‘thé completion of work is something definite and 
tangible. This séttles-the question as to which policy will command the in- 
vestment of capital and insure the early completion of the works. 

The considerations i in favor of this policy do not, however, rest here. 
There are several strong and satisfactory arguments in its favor. 

First—It fulfills the obligations imposed i in the grant, and meets the ends 
sought by them. . 

Second—It will effectually secure the objects Er by o 

Third —It is sustained by most substantial considerations of economy. 

The obligations imposed in the act by which these lands are granted, are 
that the lands “shall not be disposed of at a price less than one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre, until otherwise authorized by a law of the United 
States; that the net proceeds of said lands shall be faithfully applied to ob- 
jects of internal improvement within, the State ; and that these works shall 
be free for the transportation of the United States mail and munitions of 
war, =a for the passage of troops, without. the payment of any toll what- 
ever.” The objects of these requirements are manifestly these: To pre 
vent them from being put in such competition as to prejudice the sale of the 
lands retained by the National Government; to secure. them from being 
squandered, and by preventing their. diversion to other purposes, to secure 
the objects enumerated in the act. Itis not to be presumed that Congress 
designed to prescribe the manner of sale or to limit the act of selling to any 
particular agent. The State does not act as a collective body, but through 
its officers or agents duly authorized by the law-making power. ‘The Legis- 
lature must designate the agent or provide for his appointment. It may 
designate an individual, or it may. designate a company In neither case 
are the requirements of Congress violated. 8 

The ultimate objects sought to be obtained by means of the grant, are 
greater facilities of transportation and the enlargement of the physical re- 
sources and power of the country, by increase of population and develop- 
ment of wealth. The Congress seeks to attain these at as early a day as 
| possible, and before the people can acquire that degree of wealth that they 

can build them without aid. This can be most effectually done through the 
agency of the companies which are to reeeive the proceeds from the sale of 
these. lands. Should the State undertake the. sale of these lands, 
it cannot consistently bring then into market at a price below 
that fixed by the constitution and statutes as the minimum at which the 
school lands can he sold. To do so would prejudice di interests of 
i D

the State. On the other hand, to hold them at the same price with the 
school lands, would be to retain them until nearly two hundred and fifty 
thousand acres, besides the unsold lands lying east of them, are disposed of. 
Consequently, our works of internal improvement would be indefinitely post- 
poned, and the ends sought by Congress would be in a measure defeated. 

In conclusion of this subject, I would recommend that in all cases in 
which it is.not prohibited by the terms of the grant, that the expense in- 
curred by the State in the location and entering of any lands shall be repaid 
into the treasury of the State from the first proceeds derived from the sale 
of said lands. é 


The people have chosen you from among their number, and entrusted you 
with the disposition of these subjects.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives : 


In presenting to the General Assembly, this, my first report on the con- 
dition of the State Library, I desire to call attention to one serious defect, 
which is the source of general inconvenience and dissatisfaction. It is this ; 
many of the series of Law Reports are imperfect or broken. Whether this 
was the case in the original collection, I have been unable to determine from 
any records that could be found at or since the time that the Library came 
under my supervision. To show this defect distinctly, I. have collected, in 
the body of this report, and under an appropriate head, the titles and num- 
bers of the missing volumes. The aggregate number is three hundred and 
seventy-eight. It should be added that the acquisition of these volumes, 
will, with but few instances, complete the full reports of the several States. 

Our inability to furnish the Law Reports of Nebraska in exchange, doubt- 
lessly has induced on the part of many of the States, less care in furnishing 
us with their publication. This remark will apply also to our statistical re 
ports. These are far from reaching that extent and fulness which are con- 
- sidered necessary to intelligent and progressive legislation. 
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Since 1860, the time beyond which the records of the Library do not 
reach, the number of volumes lost is small, when it is considered that until 
within the last two years, the books were freely loaned in the midst of a 
flucuating population. Many of thosereported as borrowed and not returned, 
will yet be restored. In one or more instances, although the receipts are un- 
cancelled, the borrower asserts that the books were returned. The volumes, 
however, can not be found, neither any recent record of them. 

The last General Assembly ordered the Librarian to subseribe for, keep 
files of, and have substantially bound, the weekly editions of all newspapers 
published within the State, but failed to make an appropriation to cover the 
expenses attending the same. This omission should be supplied. 

Frequently within the last two years, it has been impossible to make 
prompt acknowledginent of the receipt of books sent from other States, on 
account of the deficieney in the General Fund, from which alone the ex- 
press charges could be . This should be provided against by special ap- 
proprieton :
